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Anew Muni bus completed a1,900-mile haul before failing to carry 


the mayor 2.5 miles.

he journey from Pier 48 near 
AT&T Park to City Hall is ashade 
under 2.5 miles and, per the wis- 
dom of the Internet, ought to 
take 29 minutes on public transit. 

Well, you can’t believe everything you 
read on the Internet. Last week, Mayor Ed 
Lee and other charter members of the City 
Family were forced to shuffle off of a mal- 
functioning bus unable to undertake this trip. 
Mass offboarding of a crippled Muni vehicle 
happens with relative frequency. But it’s not 
every day that Lee et al. throw a press confer- 
ence to fete Muni’s new $700,000-a-pop hy- 
brid buses, and then experience those buses 
immediately conking out. 

Intriguingly, the bus unable to handle a 
2.5-mile journey recently completed a1,900- 
mile drive. A pair of New Flyer hybrid buses 
were, on June 16, spotted on Highway 80, just 
west of the summit of Donner Pass, motoring 
toward San Francisco. They sported Minne- 
sota plates, which makes sense, as the vehicles 
are assembled in St. Cloud (just a 51-mile 
jaunt down I-94 from Anoka, birthplace of 
Garrison Keillor). 

Those New Flyer buses may never again 
roll outside of city limits, but, intuitively, the 
easiest way to deliver city buses to cities na- 
tionwide is to drive them there. “We do that 
for, I’d say, 98 percent of our buses,” says Mike 





Mc Lure, the traffic and customs manager for 
the Winnipeg-based company. When quarter- 
end sales goals mandate getting more buses to 
more places in less time, McLure notes that 
the vehicles are loaded onto flatbeds and 
driven at amore rapid rate than buses ought 
to go. San Francisco’s new buses, however, ap- 
pear to have come here unassisted. 

The hybrid model Muni purchased 62 of 
won't exceed 55 miles per hour, which makes 
for a rather lengthy journey between the New 
Flier plant at 6200 Glenn Carlson Drive in St. 
Cloud and the City by the Bay. The drivers 
with the third-party company providing 
cross-country bus operators are bound by the 


same rules governing interstate truckers, 
which limit them to 11 hours of driving in any 
24-hour period. Back-of-the-envelope math 
indicates the trek through North Dakota, 
Montana, Idaho, Nevada, over Donner Pass, 
and into the city likely took the better part of 
four days. 

An equivalent trip on foot, incidentally, 
would require about 50 days, assuming 12 
hours of hiking a day. A stroll from Pier 48 to 
City Hall, at a mere 47 minutes, is compara- 
tively a sprightly undertaking. 

Remind yourselves of this the next time 
the bus conks out. 








Idle Threats 


Muni confirms that 
our writer’s eyes work 


oroperly. 


second bus story: Last week, SF 
Bi revealed that Muni is 

idling diesel buses for hours, in 
gross violation of state emissions laws. 
Muni personnel expressed disappointment 
we didn’t present their side of the story. So, 
here it is: 

Yeah, we did that. 

Muni spokesman Paul Rose says that 
the agency will be taking steps to ensure 
hundreds of buses won't be left to idle for 
hours; the law forbids idling times exceed- 
ing 10 minutes. Of course, the scene we 
witnessed this year resembled the one 
documented by city auditors 17 years ago, 
which Muni officials at the time said 
they’d take steps to curtail. 


“Starting immediately, we will provide 
more hands-on supervision to ensure that 


all pre-operation [idling] times are under 10 
minutes,” says Rose. “We will ensure small 
groups of buses are started instead of all of 
them at the same time.” 

Rose adds that Muni diesel buses come 
equipped with engine idle limiters that cut 
idling motors after 10 minutes. These de- 
vices, however, are easily circumvented by 
placing heavy objects such as the bus’s 
wheel-blocks atop the brake pedal — as was 
noted in last week’s article (though we er- 
roneously wrote “gas pedal’). In fact, con- 
firms Rose, Muni employees were indeed 
cramming the wheel-blocks atop the brake 
pedals — also a gross violation of state law. 

Muni will address this problem by issu- 
ing new wheel-blocks too large to be 
crammed atop the brakes. 

Rose says that since Muni changes the oil 
in its buses every 6,000 miles, diesel engines 
don’t incur wear and tear even after hours of 
needless idling. He notes that he was just 
passing along this statement — which is 
good, as it implies Muni diesel buses are 
perpetual-motion machines. Every car- 


owner is expected to regularly change the 
oil in his vehicle, but very few idle their cars 
for hours before heading out. 

That’s because needlessly idling vehicles 
inarguably leads to wear and tear — as well 
as rampant pollution and fuel waste. 

Spokespeople for the Bay Area Air Qual- 
ity Management District say an ongoing in- 
vestigation into Munji’s idling practices is 
under way, having started about a month 
before the SF Weekly article. They could not 
confirm whether inspectors caught Muni 
personnel in the act of idling entire bus 
fleets — or disabling the engine idler, an ad- 
ditional offense. 

Rose explains the idling situation as the 
result of budget-related cutbacks in the 
number of maintenance personnel, specifi- 
cally garagemen tasked with firing up buses. 
That’s unfortunate: Muni is spending some 
$700,000 a pop on 62 ostensibly cleaner hy- 
brid buses — nearly twice as expensive as a 
regular diesel bus. But it needlessly polluted 
every morning by idling scads of buses for 
want of several garagemen. J.E. 











The ambiguous legal territory of jaywalking and 
paintball guns creates a city of sort-of outlaws. 


ou’re not going to be- 
lieve this, but “Magic 
Carpet Bob” D’Elia 
has an interesting tale 
behind his nickname. Of course 
it’s interesting: It involves his 
brief reign atop the world of pro- 
fessional paintball. 


You mean there’s professional paintball? 
“Well, in 1991 I was the world champion and 
won $170,000,” says D’Elia. He lets that sink 
in. “So, that’s kinda professional.” 

He now runs Paintball Jungle, a 30-acre 
eucalyptus grove in American Canyon, 35 
miles northeast of the city, complete with 
“elaborate forts and bunkers” for anyone 
who wishes to re-create the paintball ver- 
sion of Dien Bien Phu. Before that, however, 
he was a carpet cleaner. There aren’t a hell of 
alot of pro paintballers, but, even among 
their elite ranks, there are plenty of guys 
named Bob. So, he became “Carpet Bob.” 
Then, when he began winning everything, 
he became “Magic Carpet Bob.” And there 
you go. 

Of course, if D’Elia was caught attempting 
to ply his trade in San Francisco, they’d have 
anew nickname for him: Criminal Bob. 


hen a quartet of young men were 
this month accused of a busy 
weekend of drive-by paintball at- 


tacks, they were hit with a bevy of felony 
charges. But they were also initially charged 
by police with misdemeanor paintball pos- 
session, under a Truman administration-era 
city code outlawing the sale or possession of 
“sling shots” or “toys projecting missiles by 
air or gas” in San Francisco. 

Your humble narrator subsequently 
wrote that these paintball possession 
charges would surely be dropped by the Dis- 
trict Attorney — and they were. But we’re 








hardly psychics, visionaries, or even all that 
astute. We just read our own newspaper; SF 
Weekly has been writing since 2009 that the 
city’s archaic statute is clearly preempted by 
state law, a point on which the public de- 
fender and DA readily agree. Defense attor- 
neys have been getting those charges tossed 
for decades, yet police are still confiscating 
air rifles and paintball guns, and charging 
their owners with misdemeanors. 

Legal petitions are rarely laugh-out-loud 
funny, but the public defender’s office man- 
aged that feat in a 1987 document arguing its 
client did no wrong in possessing a Marks- 
man pellet gun. Attempting to apply the 
city’s paintball- and BB-gun ban under the 
state law clearly preempting it would require 
“the ridiculous interpretation that the Legis- 
lature intended to allow a city to prohibit its 
adults from possessing air guns, but permit 
its children to own them with their parents’ 
permission.” That’s a hilarious line; no won- 
der the public defender repeated it verbatim 
in a 2004 filing, one of several sent our way 
by the office. Less entertaining is that these 
charges are still coming up all these years 
later, and wasting everyone’s time. 

The gears in the wheels of justice do not 
always mesh cleanly in San Francisco. This is 
a city with no shortage of laws on its books in 
a state with no shortage of laws on its books. 
The first thing any local attorney defending 
someone accused of violating one of the 
city’s myriad municipal codes should do is 
check to see if it’s preempted by a state law — 
now more than ever. “When I started as a 
lawyer in 1982, the book of state codes was 
like an inch or two thick,” says Chris Gauger, 
the head of the San Francisco public defend- 
er’s research unit. “Now it’s like six inches. 
They regulate everything statewide.” And 
you can’t regulate something at the citywide 
level ifit duplicates, contradicts, or ventures 
into realms reserved to the state (think fire- 
arms — or even imitation firearms).

in both the city’s Transportation Codes 

and Traffic Codes. But the former su- 
persedes the latter. Of course, both are super- 
seded by the state’s Vehicle Codes. And then 
things get complicated. 

In a bit of charming, old-timey legal lan- 
guage, the state declares that “between adja- 
cent intersections controlled by traffic control 
signal devices or by police officers, pedestrians 
shall not cross the roadway at any place except 
in acrosswalk” (emphasis ours). Stop signs 
aren't “traffic control signal devices,” meaning 
you can amble into the street with abandon on 
such thoroughfares. But not so fast. 

The state allows cities to insist that pedes- 
trians use crosswalks, whether or not there 
are “traffic control signal devices,” in specifi- 
cally designated business areas. In San Fran- 
cisco, this is the “Downtown core” — aswath 
of the city straddling Market Street defined 
deep within a 2008 Municipal Transportation 
Association resolution. Weeks of requesting 


J aywalking in San Francisco is outlined 








multiple city departments for a map of this 
area came up empty. 

But that’s the state of this state. “In Califor- 
nia, counties are encouraged to do as they see 
fit,” says Mort Cohen, a law professor at 
Golden Gate University. Even when state laws 
are written expressly to preempt and unify 
those laws in the 58 counties, he notes, “you 
have to go county by county” for a “cleanup 
process” to bring state and local laws into 
alignment. This can involve litigation — also 
ona county-by-county basis. 

So, knowing where you can cross the street 
and where you can’t in this city “requires legal 
advice or getting trained by a lawyer,” be- 
moans San Francisco civil rights attorney Ben 
Rosenfeld. “And even then it’s gray.” 

This matters if you’re busted for jaywalk- 
ing. It matters even more if your jaywalking 
rap leads cops to find something in your 
pocket that shouldn’t be there — like meth. Or 
a paintball gun. 


Big 5 Sporting Goods didn’t sell paintball or 

air rifle paraphernalia out of deference to 
San Francisco’s city codes. That’s still the case, 
but you can purchase a crossbow there capa- 
ble of firing a bolt through someone’s head, 
Steve Martin-style. Back in’09 we reported on 
a bunch of shops in Chinatown openly selling 
incredibly realistic air guns. That’s still the 
case. One proprietor tells us she was shocked 
such toys were illegal in this city; some of her 
best customers are San Francisco cops. 

That’s the same thing we heard from 
“Magic Carpet Bob” D’Elia. Plenty of San 
Francisco cops make the trek to American 
Canyon to fire off paintball guns. But D’Elia 
would be well-advised not to run into them 
on their home turf. “This is something I’ve 
never heard of,” he says after being informed 
of San Francisco’s odd law. When asked what 
would happen if his paintball gun was seized 
in our fair city, he thinks for a moment. “Well,” 
he says, “I’d get another one.”

or years I’ve sat next to my 
adoptive mama eating fried 
bacalao, listening as she tells and 
retells stories of the glamorous, 
fierce, sad, immigrant queens, 
faggots, and weirdos that roamed San 
Francisco in the ’80s and ’90s. Most of these 
people are now dead, gone at the peak of the 
AIDS epidemic. Their stories survive solely 
in the memories of those they left behind — 
stories of leaving hostile homelands for 
unknown new ones, of falling down, of 
building new selves, of living in two worlds. 
Here, four gay and transgender Latin 
American immigrants tell of coming to San 
Francisco in the 1980s and the ways in

which they survived, built, changed (and 
were changed by) the city. ““(Cuentamelo” 
means “Tell me.”) This small compilation of 
oral histories maps Latin queerness as seen 
and lived in Spanish: It highlights the 
changes that over time have impacted the 
community: immigration laws, access to 
health care, the hormone black market, 
AIDS funding, and, with it, the rise and fall 
of Latino organizations, bars, and 
community centers. The stories travel 
down 16th Street (which Adela Vazquez 
says at the time was the “mecca of 
faggotry”), over to the Tenderloin, to bars 
such as La India Bonita, Los Portales, Esta 
Noche, and Finnochio’s. Most of these

places are now closed, but in their heyday, 
in the late ’80s, Latin female impersonators, 
transformistas, travestis, and, later, drag 
queens flourished. Also during this time, 
and through the work of some of these 
performers, transgender and gay Latino 
communities in San Francisco became 
visible through programs such as Proyecto 
ContraSIDA por Vida, Instituto Familiar de 
la Raza, and Aguilas. 

All of these interviews were conducted 
in Spanish and translated. Because the 
storytellers come from different parts of 
Latin America, their use of words, especially 
slang, differs too. The following chart 
explains a few of the terms and concepts: 


Transformista: Original term used by urban 
locas. In Havana, Cuba, for instance, the 
term signifies boys who dress as women 
generally as art. 


Travesti: Same as “transformista.” Generally 
used in South America and Spain. 


Vestida: Literally, “dressed.” Dressed as a 
woman; drag queen.

all me Catherine White. 
I’m from a small island, Isla 

de Pino. I lived there until I was 

10 years old, then I moved to La 

Habana. When we first arrived 
in La Habana my grandfather took me to the 
opera to see Aida. He held my hand tight, 
saying: This is going to be your home, you 
are going to come back here many times. I 
was shocked, oh my god. Because theater 
has truly been my life. Dressed in a gown, as 
a woman, never as aman. My grandfather 
was Italian, from Florence; he was a painter, 
a fencer. My family is a family of artists. I re- 
member thereafter dancing ballet in front of 
my grandfather one day and him saying I 
was fantastic, that I needed to straighten my 
fingers a little more. He said: ballet is totally 
your thing. 

I never had a closet because my mom al- 
ways said to me, “You are a fag.” My mom 
took me to see a psychiatrist during the ’60s 
because I have a picture as a kid wearing 
high heels. I’d steal my mother’s clothes and 
rehearse. I’d go out into the streets in wom- 
en’s garments, and in 1970 I was sent to jail 
and taken to court — dressed as a woman in 
court. And hell went down in La Habana! 

In high school I used to dye my hair. I’d 
wear truly scandalous outfits, big sun- 
glasses, I’d sew in the bus, my face all 
painted weirdly like a woman. I’d wear bras 
and panties. Tell the boys on the bus: I’m 
wearing a bra, wanna see it? They’d go crazy. 
They didn’t know what to do! I mean this 
was the ’70s in Cuba. My first gay friend was 
Marquesa. We used to perform in the mid- 
dle of the bushes, in the midst of passing 
goats and animals, the space filled with fag- 
gotry. Ah, so wonderful. With a boom box. 
I’m crazy to do something like that again. 

To be a faggot in Cuba during the ’70s 
was the worst thing you could be. The gov- 
ernment even went all over the world look- 
ing for ways to end homosexuality in Cuba. 
They opened a concentration camp called 
UMA in Camaguey. When you signed up for 
the military draft they picked out everyone 
who was an outcast, not only homosexuals 
but anyone who could be related to this 
group and sent them to the UMA. You 
couldn’t wear shorts, or acertain kind of 
sandal, you couldn’t have long hair. If that 
wasn’t aconcentration camp, I don’t know 
what is! 

We came to this country from such a re- 
pression, honey! 


a Monday. I was part of the 10,8000 peo- 

ple who congregated in the embassy in 
Habana. Castro decided to change history: 
Prisons and mental hospitals were opened. 
There was an advertisement in Cuba at the 
time that completely shocked me. This bold

dictator saying: “The safest route to Miami 
is via Mariel.” I could not believe it, at the 
end of the news program! So millions of Cu- 
bans arrive in Miami. 

There were two bars on Miami Beach at 
the time along with Scarface selling cocaine 
and all the locas dressed up with disco stuff 
and their beards. They shaved but when we 
dawned at the hotels near downtown we 
said to each other in the morning: nia, hide 
that beard! I had grown out my beard in 
Cuba so I wouldn’t go to prison again. So I’d 
look heterosexual. 

I started working on a Monday. I still 
have the envelope of my first payment in 
1980 of $75. I was in the most fabulous show 
in Miami, imagine! I had just arrived. Still I 
was salty. When up stage doing my number, 
a song by Italian singer Mina, the bar went 
nuts, it looked like a political upraising. 
Cuba! Cuba! Cuba! And the locas afterwards 
asking me, “But who are you, nifia?” Because 
I was very famous in La Habana. I had a bal- 
let company and all the faggots there knew 
who I was. I was a drag queen in Cuba when 
faggots were outlawed. 

From Miami I moved to Dallas. I was 25 
years old. In Dallas everything is very big. I 
still can’t believe I lived there for three 
years. The bartender connected us so we 
could perform at that bar. This was a 
straight bar. And, they told us: “We are going 
to try you on a Saturday and if the owner 
likes it you’d be hired.” None of us had 
clothes for this. We bought leotards of all 


colors, heels, fishnets, and wigs. We made 
up a story: that we came from Las Vegas and 
that we were called “Las Locas por el 
Mambo.” 

This group of friends saved my life. 


Sofia Lamar — now The Queen of Man- 

hattan — told me: “I have The City! 
We’re moving to San Francisco.” She told 
me: “Yours is Polk Street.” At the time Polk 
was gay. I didn’t much care for the Castro 
because I thought everyone looked the 
same. 

San Francisco has always been a dream. 
When I was akid I had a projector in my 
house in which we watched the streets of 
San Francisco. I was completely fascinated 
and told myself one day I was going to live 
there. 

When [arrived in San Francisco, Esta 
Noche did not have a gay show and I was 
one of the first people to perform there. It 
was really just a bar for gay and lesbian Lati- 
nos but without a show. There was no stage. 
The same hole-in-the-wall with that awe- 
some flavor. It’s the only thing we have. The 
only place that remains. Too bad that ina 
city like this one, with so many Latino intel- 
lectuals, artists, performers, writers, we 
don’t have a place we can call our own. 

Anyway, after some time someone ap- 
proached me, asking if I could orchestrate a 
show. She said she had a cabaret on 181 Eddy 
and that she didn’t have a show; it’s only 
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herself performing as Diana Ross. 

And I told her: “Ninaaaa, ready! Of 
course I’ll do it.” 

This is the most fabulous show I’ve done 
in my life. I even had a spiritual experience 
in the show. Because I had everything I 
wanted for that show: I had lights, I had a 
1940s cabaret, and an amazing cast! I had 
scenography and an audience that was an 
all-Cuban audience just arrived in the U.S 
— look, I’m getting goosebumps and all, 
they screamed and cheered. It was phe- 
nomenal, really. 

The group was called Dream Girls be- 
cause it was all like a dream. Every single 
weekend it was a new show. We were all 
stars. Everyone had to have talent to be 
there, you couldn’t just kick it and stick 
around. Couldn’t be a chicle. We'd sing old 
songs in Spanish, boleros, songs by Cuban 
artists. Most of the songs were in Spanish 
because my community is really important 
for me. And I’ve been a voice for my com- 
munity where there was none. 

It was a drag show in Spanish. It became 
so popular that at that time the only cabaret 
was Finocchio’s and Finocchio’s sent people 
to watch us, see what exactly we were doing. 
My boyfriend at the time, a Venezuelan film 
director, had a fantastic idea. He said we 
should sell it as a tour for tourists; we’ll get a 
bus and bring them here. We did. It became 
very famous. 

It was right there that the epidemic 
started. Nobody called it an epidemic. The 


government had it hidden, were really silent 
about it. I found out through a friend whose 
lover died and we were all freaking out 
about it. Then the “gay cancer” broke on the 
news. We didn’t know what it was. It was 
1983 and I was there. 

The show at 181 Eddy lasted two years. 
But it didn’t last enough. Like I’ve said, my 
life has been an in and out of the stage. 
Transformismo is the beginning of theater 
in Greece, where men would dress up. 
When I don’t get what I want from it I let it 
go until it comes back to me. Because I have 
great respect for this art. And this art is lost 
now. Surgeons are manipulating the art now. 
I want talent. I’m an entertainer. If you have 
talent, come work with me. If you don’t have 
talent, don’t waste my fucking time. 

After 13 years, Adela helped me, like 
she’s always done. My great friend, she said, 
I have all you’ve ever wanted to do: theater. 
So we did La Casa de Bernarda Alba (The 
House of Bernarda Alba) at Mission Cul- 
tural Center. We did it with the community. 
My relationship with my community has al- 
ways been through performance, show. Art. 
Because art heals. Art is the only form of 
telling history. You know? I haven’t done all 
of this intentionally, it just comes natural to 
me. It is anecessity to perform, it is nota 
business. It is an incredible pleasure. 

During the 90s I wore a big Mohawk, 
high heels, and leather pants. I had a Latino 
drag show on television for 15 years called 
The Catherine Show Percent. On channel 53, 
“Fl Canal de Las Estrellas.” I was lucky 
enough to present millions of documenta- 
ries brought for the Gay and Lesbian Film 
Festival. I invited and filmed people. I re- 
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Nelson D’Alerta as Catherine White. 


corded Esta Noche. All in Spanish. I was 
Catherine on a weekly show. At the end it 
was only me editing. Inventing, pulling 
things out of my butt. 

I have made art because you have to do it 
and I’ve made it in Spanish. Because luckily 
or unluckily, however you wanna see it, lam 
not American. I am Caribbean, I’m from 
Cuba. And if I die and have to be born again 
I want to be born in Cuba! 


cc atherine” is my woman name. 


And when Catherine arrives I 

say, “Por tu vida, She is here!” 
Sometimes people ask about her. She is on 
vacation, I say. She’s too much. I love her, 
but sometimes she is too much. She does 
things I’d never do. She stops traffic, she 
talks to policemen: “Qué tal? How are you 
doing today? What’s going on?” Makeup all 
over her face and a little drunk. With a huge 
bag, going around different bars. If I am not 
comfortable in the character, I’m not doing 
it. But if let’s say, I put on a big feathery hat 
and go out into the street I’d feel gorgeous. 
My friend tells me the other day: You don’t 
do drag, you just dress as arich woman. 
Adela sometimes tells me when I dress up 
too often, she tells me that I get transgender 
euphoria. 

It’s something really interesting: When a 
man gay or straight wears a wig and high 
heels there is a this spell around it and ev- 
eryone wants to see it. It is all wonderful, 
amazing. It’s like wow. Like a clown in the 
good sense of the word. It is an art. All my 
friends, we’ve always had women’s names. I 
wanted to have a sex change until my early 
20s, but then I discovered that wasn’t my 
path, that I was an artist, a transformista, an 
illusionist. I’m a transsexual or... I don’t even 
know what to call it. I don’t have a name. I’m 
beyond names. I said several times that I 
wanted to get a sex change and just transi- 
tion completely. And imagine that, in Cuba, 
it was crazy talk. 

I think transformismo is a marvelous gift. 
Latin American transformismo is special be- 
cause it has a certain passion, a tumbao. A 
different flavor. I’m not sure what it is. I’ve 
been so lucky in my life. I could die talking 
to you right now. I’ve had my glories and my 
tears and my obstacles. I believe in Bud- 
dhism and I think this is my last reincarna- 
tion. I don’t think Catherine is going to 
reincarnate anymore. Life is wonderful, I’ve 
experienced so much in my life it is amaz- 
ing. And it has cost me my entire life to be 
who I am, because I have high heels and 
boots. When do I wear the heels and when 
do I wear the boots? It has always been very 
ambiguous, but that’s who I am. And if it has 
taken so much for me to understand it, I can 
only imagine for other people what an effort 
it must be. 

I’ve had the privilege in this life of living 
and continuing to live both worlds. But 
when you dress as a woman, when you re- 
move your pants you realize the power men 
have given to pants, which is incredible. Not 
even faggots want to drop their pants, be- 
cause when you remove your pants you lose 
power. I wear skirts, panties and I have balls 
and a dick bigger than everyone. You need 
balls to put on a pair of high heels and a 
dress and go out into the streets!

arrived in San Francisco two days be- 

fore the earthquake of 1989. I came 

looking for my father. My grandmother 

sent me to San Francisco on my own at 

13 with $200. When I got here I re- 
member telling the taxi driver in English, 
“Take me to downtown San Francisco!” He 
took me to Ninth and Mission. 

After a few days I was running out of 
money. A woman living in my hotel dressed 
me up and said: “Honey, you wanna make 
money?” 

I was introduced to prostitution. Frankly, 
I spent more time with Americans than with 
Latinos when I first got here. I worked the 
streets and really wasn’t interested in com- 
munity, but was only focused on making 
money to pay my rent and eat. I didn’t think 
of much else and I didn’t speak any English. 
At that time my rent was $40 per day. 

I remember my first client paid me $50 
and I was super excited about it. Fifty dollars! 
That’s how I was able to make a living for my- 
self. At 16 the police caught me sucking some- 
one’s dick inacar. They locked me up. And 
when I explained my situation to the police 
they found my father. He was a gay man. He 
wore women’s clothes but didn’t have any 
breasts or anything. He wasn’t taking hor- 
mones. He enrolled me in high school and I 
quit prostitution. I only spend three years 
with him because, may he rest in peace, he 
died of HIV. 

My father’s death was very traumatic for 
me because he died in my arms. I remember 
that I kinda lost my head. I lost consciousness 
and was homeless for three years. Sleeping in 
the streets. I remember waking up one day, 
telling myself, “What am I doing here? This is 
not for me!” And I went to one of those bath- 
rooms where you put a quarter in, tooka 
shower, and out I went to whore it down. The 
first client gave me $5,000. I rented a hotel 
room. The Henry Hotel down in Sixth and 
Mission. I lived there for two years. 

It was then that I found out Proyecto Con- 
traSIDA Por Vida had an opening for a trans- 
gender outreach worker. I went down there, 
applied, and got the job. Thank Dios! I lit 
Santa Barbara a candle and it worked out, my 
work consisted in distributing condoms in 
hotels to my girlfriends, to all transgender 
girls. Many of the new girls who arrived from 
Mexico were having sex without protection. 
This was the beginning of the 90s. That’s 
when I met Adela, at Proyecto. Adela and I 
got talking and organized a group to work at 
Esta Noche, perform at midnight. We called it 
Las Atredivas. 

I never truly experienced a gay life. I was 
never a gay boy. I was transgender from a 
very early age. Adela was my mother. Adela 
Vazquez, whose artist name is Adela Holi- 
day. Mine is Alejandra Delight and my real 
name is Alexandra Cruz. 
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Alexandra Cruz (right) as a transgender 
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outreach worker at SF Pride in the mid-’90s. 


I stopped communication with Puerto 
Rico for 12 years. I was mad to see that my 
mother preferred my stepfather over me. I 
was born in New York, in the Bronx. My 
brother was born in Texas. My dad was in the 
Air Force at the time, he was a military man. 
So we'd travel from military base to military 
base. At 5 I moved to Puerto Rico and it was 


only when I was 10 that I met my mother. I 
remember being forced to watch porno- 
graphic movies to see if I’d turn straight! I 
had my doubts deep inside because I felt so 
different — Dios mio, why do I have all these 
reactions with boys? And my cousin, I was in 
love with him. This in Puerto Rico is a huge 
taboo. To top it all my grandfather was the 
pastor of the Pentecostal Church. I sang in 
the church chorus. One day my mother 
caught me playing with Barbies and she 
threw a fit. She hit me! And that was it for me. 
I slapped her so hard I think she lost a tooth. I 
gathered all my things and that day I left. Un- 
til today I have not been back. I left escaping 
but also looking for my father. My mother 
had said my dad was dead, but now I under- 
stand why she hated me so much when I was 
little. She caught my dad with another man in 
bed and that image stayed with her because 
when I remove all the makeup from my face I 
look just like my dad. I reminded her of him. 

At 13 I began taking hormones. Frankly, at 
that time I was very involved with drugs and 
in love with a boy. Being transgender for me 
has been a bit hard. How can I explain this? 
Finding love is hard. People close doors on 
you. They don’t give you an opportunity. At 
least that’s what has happened to me. I’d been 
discriminated for having been born a boy and 
because, say, my voice is hoarse. And my fam- 
ily obviously discriminated because they are 
Pentecostal Christians. 

I’d work at Proyecto during the day, then 
in the afternoon I’d run to the hair salon and 





cut hair and at night I’d work the streets. 
There was a lot of money for programs at that 
time. I then worked in Finnochio’s for eight 
years. Finnochios was a cabaret on Broadway. 
I worked there as a female impersonator. At 
the time I weighted 365 pounds. Then the 
place closed: The lady owner died and the 
grandson sold it. After Finnochio’s closed I 
left for Los Angeles looking for my partner. It 
took me three months but I found him. 

I came back to San Francisco to a hotel in 
Polk and Eddy. I can’t remember the name; 
it’s no longer there. I lived there for a year, a 
year and a half before I was kidnapped, 
raped, and thrown into the freeway. That’s 
the downside of sex work: You never really 
know. I underwent the greatest trauma of my 
life. After I was released from the hospital I 
went to live on Ninth and Mission and in 
2003 decided to go back to school, so I en- 
rolled at City College. I learned how to write 
because I didn’t know how to write and my 
reading wasn’t good either. I finished my de- 
gree at City College in fashion design. I have 
my diploma somewhere. 

I’m staying in San Francisco because it 
is helping transgenders a lot with surgery. 
But frankly I’m scared of going into the 
streets. Because the man who kidnapped 
and raped me is out in the streets. He’s not 
locked up. If it wasn’t for my dog I wouldn’t 
go out. Now I am doing a show for a theater 
called Garage. I’m also sewing, cutting hair 
— but ifI get a call to work in construction, 

I doit! Or plumbing.

was born in Nuevitas, Camaguey. 

Nuevitas is a seaport, very pretty. 

Let’s say like Veracruz or Acapulco. 

When I was 6 I was taken to La 

Habana and grew up there. Before 
coming here, I was locked up in jail. For 
homosexuality. Because I was cruising the 
streets in full makeup. At that time, in the 
’70s in Cuba it wasn’t permitted; now it is. 
When Castro opened the Mariel Bridge, I 
didn’t want to come because I didn’t want 
to leave my family, but my mother went to 
see me in jail and told me to come to the 
U.S because I had no future in Cuba. At 
least here I could have something. 

I came to Fort McCoy in Wisconsin. 
Six months I was in New York. Terrible 
weather, I didn’t like it. I left for Chicago 
and lived three years there. From Chicago 
I arrived in Los Angeles and stayed for 
six months. Then I came to this fabulous 
city! Iam not sure exactly what year I 
arrived in San Francisco but I believe it 


was 1985 or 1986 and I was already a 
woman. I left Cuba very feminine and in 
the United States I quickly transitioned to 
a woman. 

My life has been a deal of successes and 
failures. When I got here I didn’t have any 
type of help. So I started selling drugs, I 
was prostituting, I began performing. I’d 
steal from the stores and would sell the 
girls clothes for their performance. Always 
to try and survive would I do these things. 
When I got here, I really didn’t know 
anyone, but there were several Cubans 
around and I began entering the scene, 
performing at an American club. A club in 
the Tenderloin. I don’t remember its name. 
It is gone now. There I met a person from 
the Latino community who is dead, a 
person who was very famous: La Roni 
Salazar. La Roni saw my talent and said, 
“You should not be here, nifa! I’m going to 
take you to Esta Noche.” I didn’t know the 
place back then. It is a Latino >> 014 
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place. She took me there while there was 
a talent contest going on. I entered it and 
won. 


La India Bonita. There I met Adela 

and all the other girls from that time. 
Many who are already dead. After working 
at La India Bonita I began performing at 
Limon Verde. All the time performing, 
performing — and I’m still doing it! I’ve 
always had a certain drive for the show! It 
has always been in me. In Cuba I'd see all 
the women around my house and would 
stand in front of the mirror and mimic the 
songs from the radio with their 
mannerisms. It was always on my mind. I 
always liked it but here I was able to 
develop it. 

When I worked at Limon Verde I had 
my own group of Cuban girls and non- 
Cuban girls. Then I went to work at Esta 
Noche and in Esta Noche I had three days 
that were mine, performing with Mexican 
girls. 

I worked with las Cubanas at La India 
Bonita for along time. From there I got my 
own show where I'd perform as Pantoja, 
Rocio Durcal, Rocio Jurado. I don’t have 
pictures from back then. I don’t have any- 
thing from that time, not even the memory. 

And that time was better. It was much 
better. There was more of everything. 
Especially for Latinos. For gay Latinos, 
16th Street was filled with clubs. There 
were like three clubs to do shows. Now 
there is only one, which is Esta Noche. 
They pay you better but the shows used to 
be better back then. There was more 
talent. More wardrobes. More glamour. 
There was a group called Las Yolandas that 
was all Cuban and I worked in that group. 
We did a show similar to the Tropicana in 
Cuba, like cabaret. Let’s say like Vegas with 
feathers and the whole thing. We had an 
opening and a closing performance. Now, 
that doesn’t exist much. The group lasted 
like three years. Then the girls started 
dying and the group disintegrated. 


B rom that point on, I began working at 


into drugs, fell into prostitution. After- 

wards I met a guy, the one who cut my 
face. His parents own businesses here, 
clothing factories. He took me out of that 


| retired for a while from that world: fell 
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world and got me an apartment, then a 
house, and I lived with him for seven years. 
But I didn’t feel that was my life. I wasn’t 
feeling at ease because my passion was the 
stage! The show! But because he paid ev- 
erything, I was obliged to do all he wanted. 
One day we had a huge argument about 
this and I ran up to him and punched his 
face and that’s when he cut my face. 

Mi vida, I left him and entered the show 
scene again. The world of shows means 
prostitution and drugs. Even if people deny 
it, I see it that way, you understand? Be- 
cause whenever you are performing 
there’d be drugs and the clients would be 
in the bar and are going to offer money. 
Anyway I got into drugs and prostitution 
again. I am very open. I tell my life as it is. 
That’s when my life with drugs and drugs 
and drugs started. I lost my home, I lost ev- 
erything. 


Then I was locked up. Immigration got 

me because my documents had 
expired. Eight months I spent in an 
immigration prison. From there 
immigration sent me to Chico, into a huge 
house. It was like a rancho. I lived five 
years in a house where they fixed all my 
papers, my disability. From there I came 
back to San Francisco and again fell and 
fell hard. Again I started doing drugs. That 
was seven years ago. 
I got locked up again. I was enrolled ina 
program. I’d flee those programs. Until one 
day I decided to leave with a girlfriend of 
mine to Daly City and we rented a house in 
front of the cemetery. I fixed all my 
disability papers. I came back to live ina 
shelter for eight months. The shelter got 
me this apartment and I’ve been here for 
four years. 

I’ve always loved the artistic lifestyle. 
All that world of makeup, wigs, dresses 
just fascinates me. And I’ve stayed in San 
Francisco because here there is more help 
for us girls. I think also less discrimination. 
More programs for transgender girls, more 
groups, more help, more of everything. 
Although I think it was easier to transition 
back then, in the sense that Medicare 
would cover your hormones. Now it’s 
harder. I get my hormones covered but 
not all girls do. In the ’80s Medicare 
would cover all of it, minus the operation 
down there. 


| was living in the streets for a while. 
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n my 13th birthday I told my 
grandmother to give me 
money to go to the movies. 
Of course, I didn’t go to the 
movies. I went walking 
downtown, finding out where all the locas 
hung out in Camagiiey. Around the Casino 
Campestre, a park with plenty of 
fountains, I had seen a few locas, a few 
faggots. There I met people that I know to 
this day: La Yoya, la Mayami, and some 
other weird locas. Those were my first 
contacts with Cuban faggotry. 


The Casino Campestre had a fountain 
in the shape of a swan that spat water out 
of the beak and there all the locas would 
get baptized. An older loca would baptize 
you. She’d wet your hair and forehead 
with water, pulling your head back and 
praying, “With this water we are turning 
you into a faggot!” and I was baptized as 
La Chica Terremoto. I had my godfather, a 
bugarron named Candelita and my 
godmother, another loca. We were so 
young! Fourteen, 15 years old, we'd sit at 
that park and model all the clothing we 
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had. “And now comes Fulana with that 
stunning dress!” In our heads it was 
wonderful. 


arch 1980, the problem with the 
| \ / | Peruvian embassy was happening 
in La Habana, right? There were 
rumors that people were already leaving to 
the U.S., to Miami. Wasting no time, some 
locas and I went to La Habana, directly toa 
government office, where we were told to 
return to Camagiiey because each city was 
going to open its own immigration office. 
Camagtiey is nine hours away in guagua 
from La Habana. We went back and that 
same night I got ready, I went out into the 
streets and recruited faggots, nina! 
Tomorrow they are opening the office to go 
to Miami! I was one of the first people to 
show up the next morning. When the office 
opened, the workers couldn’t believe all 
those locas. 
My mami gave me 400 pesos that I had 
to throw out of the guagua’s window 
because they told us we couldn’t take any 


for departure. I cannot even explain to you 
how horrible El Mosquito was. It was a 
beach packed with people, criminals. Eight 
days I spent there. Imagine! I was there 
without showering, shaving, or eating. I 
remember this like a delirium. People 
stealing. Horrible. This was my first 
contact with the world, unprotected by my 
family or anything. I was in Cuba but I 
wasn’t really in Cuba. I was with six other 
locas, we came together all the way to the 
U.S. Rumors circulated of what could 
happen once you were at sea, like you’d get 
thrown to the sharks, or that you were 
going into a concentration camp to work 
for the rest of your life. You really didn’t 
know where they were taking you. 

In the ship I passed out. A woman gave 
birth in that boat. We weren’t given food. 
After eight hours, I hear the coast guards 
shouting in English. 

And, oh Dios, it’s Key West. 

Women from Miami reeking of Uncle 
Charlie’s perfume greeted us, screaming, 
“You’re in America, don’t be afraid!” 
They’d give you a rosary, cigarettes, and 
Coca-Cola. Then you’d enter an immense 
structure with tables and tables stacked 
with food. Hot food, Cuban food. I was 
exhausted and just passed out for a minute 
when my girlfriends woke me: “We are 
going to Miami on the next plane!” 

But, not Miami. We arrived at Fort 
Smith, Ark. I was hysterical! And a little 
scared because from the airplane’s door to 
the guagua were federal police lined with 
machine guns. The guagua took us to Fort 
Chaffee. Fort Chaffee was built to train the 
military during World War I. Immense, 
with churches, hospitals and everything! 
Laundry room. Cafeteria. There you swore 
your allegiance to the flag. The Red Cross 
gave us little hygiene packets: man or 
woman? “Give me one of each!” I said. 

I spend a wonderful month and a half 
there: I got married several times, cruising 
and fucking a lot. That’s where I fucked 
that kid with the tattoo, “vaja y gosa mi 
savor” [“drop down and enjoy my flavor” | 
all misspelled and with an arrow pointing 
to his dick. His dick this big. 

My friend Lucy got us out of that place. 
The Catholic Church would give you $100 
and a plane ticket wherever you were 
going. We learned Cubans were getting 
sponsored at the L.A Gay Community 
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Center, and there we were met with our 
godmother and fierce faggot queen, 
Rolando Victoria, may he rest in peace. A 
wonderful, funny alcoholic who took us 
under her wing. I lived with him from July << apt! Pats 1a / joo /ebg WT ees 


money; we couldn’t take anything with us. 
We were taken to a place called Cuatro 
Ruedas where they gave us safe passage, 
saying that we were all at the embassy in 
Peru, which was a total lie. From there we 
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went to El Mosquito. El Mosquito was a 
port near Mariel improvised to prepare us 


He got me a job at 
Neiman Marcus wrapping gifts. >> p/6 
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ct. 23, 1983, I got to San Francisco 
() with my friend Catherine a few 

days before Halloween. It was the 
first time I lived in the ghetto, the 
Tenderloin. Right on Eddy and Taylor. I 
was dating Alicia. A bunch of Cubans and 
Alicia lived in that apartment. We slept ona 
mattress made of pillows, lying in the 
kitchen along with mice. This was the first 
time I went to The Endup; I walked on 
Sixth Street. I was fascinated by San 
Francisco. Then I got ajob at a hotel where 
everyone was from the Philippines and we 
had some communication problems with 
our accents, ha! 

I worked in several places in clothing 
design but, mainly, cutting hair. In one of 
these places, a tiny place over by the 
avenues, I worked with my girlfriend Jorge 
Luis and three other fags. All three of them 
died of AIDS. I was left alone and in 1989 I 
moved to back to L.A. and that’s when 
Adela was born. 


hen I won Miss Gay Latina the 
AIDS epidemic was still strong. 
There was no pill, none of those 


things we have today. I’d do my show at 
different places. I’d performed at a hospice 
where people went to die and that’s how I 
realized that there were a lot of us, that the 
transsexual thing was not organized and 
there was nobody representing the Latinas 
as a community. For instance, the Latinas 
taken to the hospices to die were not 
allowed to dress as women. They’d be there 
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dressed as men. I mean, it wasn’t that they 
didn’t let them but the place was not 
conditioned for them to be who they were. 

I said to myself: Okay Adelita, mama, 
you need to do something. 

That’s when this lady, this drag queen, 
this boy who dressed as a woman, this 
person calling herself “La Condonera” 
appeared in my life. Mexican. This 
Communist Mexicana giving away 
condoms in the streets. I don’t even know 
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where she was getting those condoms 
from, but she’d go out at night where the 
prostitutes, the drag queens were. She saw 
me performing and went up to me, could 
not stop herself and said: ”Mamita! I want 
you to work with me.” 

When I started working with her I 
realized there were a few other people I 
could recruit. I recruited Alexandra. At that 
time Alexandra had just graduated high 
school, a pretty chubby girl. Alexandra is 
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Puerto Rican. She was 18 at the time. After I 
recruited Alexandra there was another 
Salvadorian loca, very tall, and another kid 
who is around somewhere. There were four 
of us. We were called “Las Atredivas,” a 
group of transformistas; let’s say female 
impersonators. We created that group. 
Really it was my idea, and Hector Leon, La 
Condonera, had the ease of knowing people, 
the connections, because he was involved 
with Proyecto ContraSIDA. Proyecto 
ContraSIDA was on 18th Street and 
Dolores, where the ice cream shop is now. 

Las Atredivas spoke with Gustavo 
Arabioto, an HIV coordinator for an 
organization of the time. He also got 
involved. He connected me with the 
bartender at Esta Noche, this beautiful 
Puerto Rican boy who died. He asked the 
owner if we could perform there. He said 
we could. And I proposed to them a show 
with the Atredivas that began at 1:45 a.m. 
They used to have a license that let them 
open until 4 a.m. on Saturdays. I’m not sure 
if they still have it. Word got around as I 
told my friends who hung around the area, 
many were straight, and so the bar would 
fill at that time with a completely different 
crowd. 

That’s how people began to know me. 
Immediately when Proyecto ContraSIDA 
saw me doing this, they recruited me and 
offered me a job. Back then they had to 
train me. I didn’t know anything about 
community. I was scared people would call 
me a Communist. I was the first trans 
Latina employed to address issues of HIV 
in San Francisco.

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hen I first arrived in this country 
and saw the first transsexual 
women, I was like: wow. When I 


saw Zulca in L.A, for instance, the first time, I 
looked at her and just staaaaaared. All sili- 
cone. A very beautiful monster. She is a mar- 
velous person that Zulca. With a wide 
knowledge about all this! It was like talking 
with the guru of transsexualism. That’s when 
I began to transform myself, to transition. 

So I never went to the doctor. In that, 
trans Latinas hold the power because they 
bring their hormones from Mexico. During 
that time there wasn’t that thing where you 
could just say: I’m going to make myself a girl 
and go to the doctor. I’m not sure how it was 
for the white girls; I think they could because 
there was that problem of the gatekeepers. 
But I, personally, never heard about that, 
going to the doctor. 

This is what you did: You went with an 
older loca who advised you in what hor- 
mones to take. They gave you fantastic reci- 
pes and you’d try and see which one worked 
for you. Some would turn you hys-te-ric! Ha 
ha! It was wonderful. We got them through 
the black market. What many of these hor- 
mones are is really strong birth control. And 
they’d turn you into a beauty! So-much-tits. 

It’s great that now doctors intervene 
because the problem with all of this is that 
people get sick, they get cancer in their 
brains, for example. When I began working 
with the community I saw horrors! I’ve seen 
locas shooting straight to their tits, which can 
provoke cancer. 

And then there is silicone. Silicone is also 
very Latino. Silicone is from South America, 
that’s why the locas Latinas are super 
involved in this because silicon was brought 
from Venezuela. There are people who are all

made of silicone and then, imagine, the body 
tries to get rid of it. 

You now can also buy silicone by getting 
that thing to close pipes, that clear liquid, and 
then add baby oil. And you inject that. The 
body absorbs the baby oil and you are left 
with a piece of solid rock stuck up your ass. 


ContraSIDA, Tamara Ching asked if I 
wanted to represent trans Latinas in 

the Human Rights Commission during a 
meeting at City Hall. At that time, transsexua. 
people got disability because transsexualism 
was a mental disease, and I thought this to be 
horrific because in this capitalist country 
when they give you disability you don’t 
count, because you are not producing. What 
they want is for you to die so they can stop 
paying you. Okay, it is not like that, but 
basically, it is like that. I went there to protest 

One of the first things I advocated for is 
that there are a number of people in the 
Latino community who don’t dress as 
women but are women. You know? These 
loquitas who have their woman’s name, they 
don’t take hormones but are fierce tipas. 
They have to be respected as women. That 
happens a lot in the Latino community. I was 
bringing these issues to the forefront and 
people were realizing what was truly 
happening in the community. Because 
Proyecto ContraSIDA, you know, we were in 
a fantastic location: 16th and Mission was 
truly the Mecca of transsexualism and 


faggotry.

While it was overshadowed on a national 
level by the concurrent Oprah Winfrey/ 
James Frey literary scandal, the 2005 
revelation that author J.T. LeRoy was a 
wholly fictitious creation of a writer 
named Laura Albert hit San Francisco 
like a ton of unabridged OEDs. Albert-as- 
LeRoy’s true-sounding stories of being a 
transgendered HIV-positive abuse survi- 
vor and former druggie and child truck- 
stop prostitute hit the sweet spot of what 
we looked for in our literary heroes in the 
mid-aughts.

Diebenkorn went back and forth between 
abstraction and figuration — a careening 
captured in precise detail by the de Young 
Museum’s new exhibit, “Richard Dieben- 
korn: The Berkeley Years.

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Growing Up, and Down 


Two mythic shows find roundabout paths to adulthood.

rue grief does not often make it 
to our stages. Dramatists might 
romanticize it with keening, 
sobbing, or chest-stabbing, but 
the real, nasty thick of bereave- 
ment simply defies dramatization. For how 
long can you let audience members stew ina 
character’s gnawing emptiness before they 
need plot development, however contrived 
that might feel? 

For playwright Frances Cha-Yu Cowhig 
of 410[Gone], a world premiere now at 
Crowded Fire, the answer is: most of her 
play — abold if ultimately unsuccessful dra- 
matic course to chart. 

Mourning does not become Twenty-One 
(Cindy Im). Her grief for her dead brother 
Seventeen (Chris Cortez) is raw, obsessive, 
and downright embarrassing: “When I wear 
your reading glasses, I see new things,” she 
says, quarantining herself in Seventeen’s 
Star Wars-curtained closet, where he com- 
mitted suicide and where she has erected a 
shrine. “I eat your last meal every night.” 

Twenty-One seeks answers and closure. 
Why did Seventeen leave her, when she 
loved him so much, too much? And through 
what ritual can she honor him and ensure his 
safety in the next life? In her world, all the 
answers come from AP Calculus. But 
through sleuthing, capricious quantitative 
reasoning, and passion that borders on the 
erotic, she reaches the Goddess of Mercy 
(Charisse Loriaux) and the Monkey King 
(Alexander M. Lydon). Inspired by actual 
Buddhist myth, they are, in Cowhig’s render- 
ing, middlemen in “the Chinese Land of the 
Dead,” dispensing lackluster advice (“Eat 
soup”) to suicidal callers from the land of the 
living, and somehow processing dead souls 
through Dance Dance Revolution. More of- 
ten, however, they terrorize one another, a 
shadow sister-brother pair. The Goddess has

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the power to make the Monkey King freeze 
in place and writhe in pain. But, a true little 
brother in Lydon’s richly clownish portrayal, 
the Monkey King kind of likes it. 

Cowhig’s idea to repurpose religious 
myth into a contemporary mourning ritual 
has a lot of potential, particularly when, at 
the end of the play, characters both alive and 
dead see one another anew and, through 
parting, grow up a little. But on the way 
there, she overstuffs with her play with too 
many rules — Why do the deities have to 
“digitize” souls? — and steeps us too deeply 
in Twenty-One’s grief; she is less character 
than embodied feeling, or doormat. 


duction, also moves its characters toward 

adulthood along unlikely paths. Charac- 
ters in this musical, from a book by James 
Lapine, and with music and lyrics by Ste- 
phen Sondheim, hail from various Grimms’ 
fairy tales: Cinderella (Courtney Merrell), 
Jack (Kyle Stoner) and the Beanstalk, and 
Little Red Riding Hood (Allison Meneley), 
to name a few. They are accompanied by a 
medley of princes, step-relatives, witches, 
wolves, and giants, all played by an 18-per- 
son ensemble whose very diversity of phy- 
siques brings fairyland to life. 

Lapine and Sondheim use the idea of the 
woods to thread the disparate stories to- 
gether. It’s where characters go to pursue 
their quests, but it’s also where the rules of 
everyday life break down, where a mysteri- 
ous elfin creature or a sexy prince can wreak 
havoc on their plans. It’s a place of both ex- 
citement and dread, much like Grimm fairy 
tales themselves, and which is reflected in 
Annie Dauber’s set, whose leaf-spangled 
ceiling feels magical until it recedes into ee- 
rie darkness upstage.

The first act ends happily ever after; only 
Sondheim’s music, which, as ever, is some- 
how dissonant while also being warm and 
catchy, forebodes that “ever after” will last 
only as long as asong. (Music director David 
Moschler eloquently communicates this 
menace.) Act II is where the real story takes 
place, where wanderlust and dissatisfaction 
and any number of human flaws pull char- 
acters away from safety and back to their 
sylvan chaos. These flaws turn them into 
adults; adults who now make difficult 
choices, who lose things and people they 
love, and who don’t end up as good or as bad 
as they started. 

The manifold character arcs mean that it 
takes a long time to reach this poignant les- 
son, and director Eliza Leoni draws variable 
performances from her copious cast. Stand- 
outs, however, are Michelle Jasso, whose 
cackle as the Witch is part-Margaret Hamil- 
ton, part-Jewish mother, and part-Brun- 
hilde; and David Naughton as a prince so 
charming he can make you see it’s really best 
for everyone if he loves you then leaves you. 

In fairyland, as in real life, adulthood is 
not an equal-opportunity employer.

ie Hard in the White House” 
seems like an obvious movie 
pitch, but it took 25 years for ef- 
fects technology (and the Quée- 
bec Film Production Services 
Tax Credit) to allow Roland Emmerich to 
make the deeply goofy yet surprisingly enter- 
taining White House Down. A wannabe Secret 
Service agent (Channing Tatum) tries to pro- 
tect the President (Jamie Foxx as an Obama- 
type who actually has the courage of his con- 
victions) during a terrorist takeover of the 
White House, and the picture follows the Die 
Hard template to such an extent that there’s 
no way it isn’t an elaborate joke. Or, more 
likely, executive producer Tatum channeling 
his inner 8-year-old, the one who wanted to 
grow up to be Bruce Wills, wearing a sweaty 
wife-beater and outrunning machine gun fire 
(there is no bullet he can’t outrun!) and fight- 
ing bad guys and generally saving the day. Ina 
summer of dirges like World War Z and Man 
of Steel that defy audiences to have a good 
time, White House Down is borderline old- 
fashioned, aspiring to be just a big dumb 
crowd-pleasing action movie. Even when it 
tries to be serious, such as the subtext-as-text 
dialogue about the military-industrial com- 
plex, the picture can’t help but be silly. And 
that’s not a bad thing.

Laurence Anyways 
Rated R. Opens Friday at the AMC Metreon. 
s befits a proper love story, this 
romantic epic from 24-year- 
old Canadian filmmaker 
Xavier Dolan pours forth in an 
irresolute, undisciplined tor- 
rent. It takes energy, and audacity, for amovie 
to be all over the place without seeming to get 
anywhere; life sometimes is like that too. 
Their relationship presented early on witha 
slightly strenuous Sid-and-Nancy vibe, it’s ob- 
vious that novelist Laurence (Melvil Poup- 
aud) and novelist’s-girlfriend Frederique 
(Suzanne Clément) are soulmates. Together 
they keep arunning list of “things that subtly 
minimize our pleasure,” which includes early- 
morning jackhammers and parents who paint 
their kids’ rooms in pastels, and, um, closed- 
minded attitudes about gender transitions. 
This last becomes a problem when Laurence 
figures out that he’d rather be a woman. So 
how does soulmatedom encourage or impede 
self-actualization? That’s a good cinematic 
question, gamely taken up by Dolan with the 
understanding that answers should feel 
earned, not easy. The story spans a decade and 
the movie spans nearly three hours. Slow de- 
liberation is important, but not all the time is 
well spent: Some scenes fall like little maudlin 
bathos bombs; others play out with exquisite 
emotional honesty. Certainly it is wholeheart- 
edly acted, even if Clement’s frequent histri- 
onics start seeming collectively like an 
audition reel. The downside of Dolan’s arty af- 
fect and indulgent sprawl is most apparent 
when his otherwise understandably wavering 
narrative line unspools and the film mires ina 
pastiche of videos for the late-’80s pop songs 
saturating its soundtrack. But it gets beyond 
that, and beyond being merely another issue 
movie, by having a soul.

Deceptive Practice: The Mysteries and Mentors 
of Ricky Jay There are plenty of dazzling CGI 
effects in the big summer blockbusters, but few 
of them can produce the same sense of wonder 
as a physics-defying card trick performed by 
Ricky Jay, the subject of Molly Bernstein and Alan 
Edelstein’s relentlessly entertaining documentary. 
A frequent collaborator of David Mamet, Jay is a 
prime example of Malcolm Gladwell’s “Outlier” 
concept: He’s studied magic his entire life (first 
performing on television at 7 years old) and 
he’s surely long passed the 10,000-hour mark 
of shuffling and practicing with cards, his real 
passion. (The picture excerpts footage from the 
Mamet-directed Broadway show Ricky Jay and his 
52 Assistants, viewable in its entirety on YouTube.) 
But as the subtitle implies, the movie is also about 
Jay’s mentors, long-forgotten magicians such as 
Cardini, Al Flosso, and especially Dai Vernon and 
Charlie Miller, men who didn’t teach him everything 
he knows so much as they inspired him to work 
hard and learn it all for himself. If you have a spare 
lifetime to devote, you might be able to figure out 
how he does his tricks on your own, because Jay 
ain’t tellin’ — and that’s part of the fun. (S.C.) 

The Secret Disco Revolution Sometimes a social 
revolution only becomes obvious in hindsight, 
regardless of whether or not the revolutionaries 
ever acknowledge it themselves. That’s the hook 
behind Jamie Kastner’s terrific and very funny 
documentary The Secret Disco Revolution, which 
posits that the true agenda of the disco era was 
the freedom of gays, blacks, and women from 
the tyranny of straight/white/male-dominated 
rock music. The agenda’s “Masterminds” are 
personified by a trio decked out in archetypal 
disco finery, their machinations described in 
stentorian tones by a hilariously unreliable 
narrator. Indeed, the conspiracy goes so deep 
that when interviewees such as the Gang’s Kool or 
the Sunshine Band’s KC deny there was anything 
political in the booty-shaking music or culture, the 
narrator explains that they’re still deep undercover. 
It’s presented tongue-in-cheek, but in addition to 
being fun and packed with great tunes, the movie 
does makes a strong case for the connection of 
disco music to the liberation of underrepresented 
peoples, and French producer Henri Belolo’s 
comparison of the mass-record-destruction at 


Comiskey Park’s ’79 “Disco Demolition Night” 
(attended by 50,000 angry white men chanting 
“Disco sucks!) to Nazi book-burnings doesn’t 
feel hyperbolic. The war may have been lost, but 
the revolution lives on. (S.C.) 


Becoming Traviata Here’s your chance to look 


behind the scenes of the 2011 Aix-en-Provence 
Festival production of Verdi’s La traviata. Not tops 
on the agenda? Have a go anyway. What director 
Philippe Béziat’s loose-limbed approach lacks in 
documentary rigor it makes up for in contagious 
affinity for this opera in particular, and creative 
collaboration in general. The film foregoes official 
introductions and other expository concerns, but 
as conductor Louis Langrée convincingly explains 
to his orchestra in one scene, information per se 
is less important here than the communication of 
passionate feeling. (Representative lyric: “Let’s 
drink to the shiver of delight that love ignites 
in us.”) Of the essence is a positively charged 
rapport between stage director Jean-Francois 
Sivadier and star soprano Natalie Dessay, who’s 
such an authentic performer that she’s even a 
riveting rehearser. Great moments occur in an 
otherwise banal backstage room, where Dessay 
can be glimpsed internalizing Sivadier’s down- 
to-earth direction and figuring out how she’ll 
apply it. Indulging the cinematic privileges of 
cutting and close-ups, Béziat also occasionally 
lets in situ dialogue go mum so music may wash 
over whatever visuals are at hand. This shows 
a reasonable instinct to translate stage-bound 
material into the language of the film medium, 
but sometimes it also seems like simply a lack 
of imagination. Anyway, the material soars on 
its own. Non-initiates may be left wondering 
about the opera’s plot but hard-pressed to get 
its ebullient melodies out of their heads. (J.K.) 


Berberian Sound Studio This would-be cerebral 


thriller shows us how to squeeze some black 
comedy from a dry Gothic culture shock, but not 
why we’d want to. It’s the bleak mid-’70s, and 
Toby Jones is a timid English sound mixer sum- 
moned to the cloisters of a seedy Italian movie 
studio, where he and a horror-exploitation film 
will be finishing each other off. Writer-director 
Peter Strickland keeps the familiar horror-flick 
brutality offscreen and therefore strictly allusive. 
Dwelling but not developing, Strickland proceeds 
stoically through many slow fades and loving 
glances at vintage audio gear, possibly hoping to 
chance upon a vital spark. Aurally, Berberian Sound 
Studio has a broad dynamic range. Dramatically, 
not so much. (J.K.) 


The Bling Ring It’s only June, but the contender for 


2013’s best “media-saturated teenage girls go on 
acrime spree” film is abundantly clear: Harmony 
Komine’s Spring Breakers. Trailing behind is Sofia

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group of affluent Los Angeles teenagers (four girls, 
one boy) who burglarized the unlocked houses 
of C-list celebrities. The most prominent of the 
C-listers was Paris Hilton, who not only appears in 
the film as herself in a mercifully wordless cameo, 
but also allowed Coppola to film inside her home, 
allowing the characters — and, by extension, the 
audience — to marvel at all her shiny things, many 
of them adorned with Hilton’s face. Yes, this may 
have been how the actual crimes happened (and 
there are those who will, ahem, “appreciate” 
watching Emma Watson work Hilton’s private 
stripper pole), but between the heavy Hilton 
presence, the contemporaneous news footage 
from the gossip-hounds at TMZ, the thin plot, and 
the preponderance of duckfaces, The Bling Ring 
feels no less shallow than the world it portrays, 
lacking anything as poetic as the “look at my shit!” 
monologue or “spring break for-evah” mantras 
from the (fictional) Soring Breakers. The Bling Ring 
started as a Vanity Fairarticle, and might have been 
better off staying one. (S.C.) 


Dirty Wars The truth will come out, but the problem 


is that even when it does, there’s no guarantee 
that people will care. This is explored to some 
degree in Rick Rowley’s documentary Dirty Wars, 
which examines and occasionally re-creates 
investigative reporter Jeremy Scahill’s probes 
into America’s covert and not-so-covert wars in 
the Middle East over the past several years. Using 
both archival and new footage, Dirty Wars retells 
Scahill’s investigation of a night raid against an 
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Afghan family (among the many signs that 
Afghanistan is still in the Third World is the fact 
that to watch videos of the raid’s aftermath on 
their smartphones, they have to use RealPlayer), 
and his subsequent media tour of the cable yak 
shows, in which doughy Republicans call him a liar 
to his face. The covert wars suddenly get alot less 
covert after the assassination of Bin Laden, and 
the formerly secretive Joint Special Operations 
Command (JSOC) — responsible for so many of 
the atrocities he’s reported — become not only 
front-page news, but national heroes, to Scahill’s 
chagrin. Dirty Wars is also an examination of the 
kind of personality who would put himself in 
harm’s way, as Scahill admits that ordinary life is 
too mundane for him, and however dangerous it 
is to investigate America’s misdeeds abroad, it’s 
never boring. (S.C.) 


A Hijacking Tobias Lindholm’s A Hijacking — an 


intense, narrowly focused thriller about a Danish 
cargo ship seized by Somali pirates in the Indian 
Ocean — could probably be lauded as “The Stinki- 
est Movie of the Year!” Lindholm creates a claus- 
trophobic and palpably boy-stinky environmentin 
the small spaces in which ship’s cook Mikkel (Johan 
Philip Asbeek) and a few other crew members are 
kept. Meanwhile, as the long-distance negotiations 
between the pirates’ translator Omar (Abdihakin 
Asgar) and the company’s Denmark-based CEO 
Peter (S@ren Malling) by phone and fax stretch on, 
Peter’s instincts as a dealmaker are stymied by his 
company’s refusal to capitulate to pirates. A Hijack- 
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ing is asweaty pressure-cooker of a drama about 
men in untenable situations, made worse by the 
alienness of their adversaries, separated as they 
are by not only distance and technology (the echo 
of Peter’s own voice on the speaker phone during 
his calls to Omar is strangely nerve-jangling), but 
also cultural and language barriers. (S.C.) 


Man of Steel In Zack Snyder’s annihilative, 97-per- 


cent-humorless Superman movie, Henry Cavill 
plays the strapping orphan from another world, 
pursued to Earth by a eugenics-mad strong- 
man played by Michael Shannon. This conflict is 
predicated on the good faith of a father played by 
Russell Crowe, which is personally compelling toa 
reporter played by Amy Adams. The title befits a 
film that seems like a tough alloy of pre-existing 
elements; mostly it’s a binge of blockbuster excess: 
Avatar-ish wonder-worlds infused with Dark Knight 
solemnity (Chris Nolan produced and co-conceived 
this, and if ever the WGA lobbies for “story bloat 
by” credit, he will totally own that), plus a brief 
skulls-and-swing-sets vision of apocalypse 
straight out of the Terminator franchise. Oh hang 
on, is it actually called Man of Stee/ because of how 
robotic Cavill is? Well, that’s not really his fault. In 
scenes stuffed either with lecture-like exposition 
or effects for their own sake (but dull either way), 
the movie lingers on Krypton only then to rush 
through Kansas. Fans may be divided on whether 
that’s a miscalculation, but at any rate Synder and 
Co. seem convinced that narrative economy means 
trotting out Diane Lane and Kevin Costner’s Ma

and Pa Kent for a quick heartstring tug and then 
hurrying back to the bigger business of expensively 
smashing stuff. An obnoxiously thud-intensive 
sound design only reinforces the unfortunate 
implication that this Superman’s most formative 
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heroic moments are the sonic booms he creates 
when learning to fly. (J.K.) 

Monsters University By all accounts, a follow-up 
to Pixar’s 2001 Monsters, Inc. has been on the 
boards since 2005, but it’s just as well that it took 
this long for this story of how ambulatory eyeball 
Mike (Billy Crystal) and fuzzy purple behemoth 
Sully ohn Goodman) became friends in college. 
Monsters University demonstrates how far Pixar’s 
techniques have comein the years since the original 
picture; the university itself is a beautifully realized 
environment — along shot of the campus during 
Rush Week is breathtaking — and the few scenes 
set in the Monsters, Inc. building and in children’s 
bedrooms are much more fluid, with humans that 
remain well on the non-creepy side of the Uncanny 
Valley. (It’s also implied the city of Monstropolis is 
in Pixar’s own East Bay stomping grounds — the 
area code is 510, and Monsters, Inc. is near the Port 
of Oakland’s famous container cranes. Explains a 
lot, doesn’t it?) Monsters University does reprise 
a few Monsters, Inc. jokes, but it’s less concerned 
with rehashing the original picture than with riffing 
within the template of the college movie. As such, 
it’s not as groundbreaking as last year’s Brave, 
but it does atone for 2011’s execrable sequel Cars 
2—andas a gag delivery system alone, Monsters 
University can’t be beat. (S.C.) 

Somm Jason Wise’s documentary follows four 
young men, including some San Franciscans, 
into the outer limits of wine knowledge. They’re 
cramming for the Master Sommelier Exam, not 
unfairly described as the hardest test you’ve never 
heard of, whose takers tend to fail much more often 
than not. Of course even apprentice sommeliers 
probably know more about wine, and want to, 
than you ever will; part of what makes them into 
masters is knowing more than each other. Wives 
and girlfriends wait patiently on the sidelines as 
these fellas work up the unnerving capacity to 
sound like Rain Man rattling off suppositions and 
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related factoids after every sip. It’s not enough to 
know it smells like a freshly opened can of tennis 
balls; you must know when and where the balls 
were canned, and of course what brand they are. 
Yes, test prep like this tends to abstract the core 
wine-culture value of soul enlargement, and all 
aspirations to mastery have their dark side anyway. 
“Whatever you have inside you that’s not good,” 
one contestant confesses, “it will be drawn out by 
this exam.” Wise’s structure is essentially a reality- 
show configuration, with competitors persevering 
through the heat of their contest, but the movie 
carefully obeys the dress code of its presumptively 
Classy milieu. Arrayed on a bed of upscale unintru- 
sive jazz and decorated with interstitial stemware 
shatterings and slo-mo vineyard money shots, 
Somm glides by like so many wine-encyclopedia 
pages leafed through in an upscale tasting room: 
informative, appealing, but only as absorbable as 
your sobriety allows. (J.K.)

Two Old California 
restaurants that serve 
aside of history.

nything can conjure it: a 
warm breeze, a catchy tune, 
too many obligations or com- 
plications, that nagging feel- 
ing that it’s been too long 
since you’ve escaped the city grind. It hits ina 
moment, and you know it’s time to head out 
on the open road. 

A few weeks ago I drove south to check in 
with two of my favorite outposts of Old Cali- 
fornia cuisine, to see how the fickle restaurant 
industry had treated them over the years. I 
like historic restaurants for the same reason I 
like old hotel bars: There’s an almost palpable 
sense of the past contained within their walls. 
I like imagining everyone who’s sat in the din- 
ing room before eating the same dishes as me, 
what they were thinking and talking about, 





what they made of the flavors and ingredients. 


A great old restaurant — that is, a place 
that doesn’t trade on its past at the expense of 
its food — can tell you as much about a place 
as its ruins. And traveling to one is as good ex- 
cuse as any for aroad trip. 

First stop was San Juan Bautista, a former 
stagecoach town about 90 minutes south of 
San Francisco that left its boom years behind 
when the railroad bypassed it in 1876. It’s a 
town full of well-preserved wooden store- 
fronts and a central mission that famously 
starred in Hitchcock’s Vertigo. On the main 
street is a Pepto Bismol-pink, two-story con- 
verted hotel known as La Casa Rosa, a restau- 
rant that has been serving California 
Casserole since 1935. 

Legend has it that the original recipe came 
from the daughter of General Vallejo. Grand 
origins or not, the California Casserole is 
where Midwestern sensibility and local in- 
eredients meet. It’s basically a tamale pie, 
with a base of simple corn mush alittle 
coarser than polenta, topped with a zesty to- 
mato sauce studded with beef and a float of 
sharp cheddar. The dish’s rustic appearance 
and simple ingredients belie its complex fla- 
vor, a medley of bright tomato acidity and the 
earthy notes of corn and beef — deeply evoca- 
tive of home-cooking. 

Inits heyday, La Casa Rosa was written up 
in the iconic travel magazine Holiday and 
said to be a favorite of diners from moneyed 
Carmel, as well as Alfred Hitchcock and Kim 
Novak during the filming of Vertigo. Now the 
crowd is a mix of tourists and walker-rattling 
retirees, and the dusky pink dining room feels 
more like an antique shop than a bustling res- 
taurant. Knickknacks abound: A rose-colored 
gramophone sits silent in a corner; a vintage 
doll stares creepily from a child-sized chair 
near the fireplace. Ifthe quiet, leafy patio is 
open, ask for a seat out there. 


| 
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There are only three other things on the 
menu besides the California Casserole, and 
though serviceable, none quite transcend the 
weirdness of the surroundings. The New Cal- 
ifornia Casserole, an invention of current 
owner Charlie Shockey, has a too-heavy hand 
with Ortega chiles, and the Monterey jack on 
top doesn’t have the same bite as the cheddar 
on the original. There is also a pair of soufflés, 
which come out as puffed and golden as in- 
structors at Le Cordon Bleu could ask for. Out 
of its serving dish, the chicken version melted 
to aseductive puddle of mild cream sauce 
studded with tender poultry, citrus zest, and 
rafts of eggy crust. 

All meals are $14.95 and come with soft, 
sweet rolls — there’s an odd parade of house- 
made jams and chutneys on the grand piano 
in the corner to garnish them with — anda 
crisp butter lettuce salad with a lusty vinai- 
grette. Dessert is a palate-cleansing cup of 
raspberry sorbet. Service was scattered; ta- 
bles around us were left uncleared for most of 
the meal. But it stopped mattering after a ca- 
rafe of Ash Wine from France, a fortified 
aperitif that reminded me ofa less-sweet Lil- 
let, which infused the whole experience with 
the rosy glow of nostalgia. 


he highway to the coast passed 
E through fields of artichokes, cabbage, 
and strawberries. Though the tiny 
town of Pescadero is only a few miles from 
Highway 1, it was ensconced in a fog bank, 
and the main street felt like Brigadoon. 
The warm center of town is Duarte’s Tavern, 
a truly excellent watering hole that’s been 
in the Duarte family since 1894, when, 
so the story goes, Frank Duarte put a barrel 
of whiskey on the bar and declared it open. 
There’s a bustling restaurant, but the 
creaky, old wood bar is still the place to sit. 
It doubles as the town’s liquor store, 
and the lively conversations make for 
exceptional eavesdropping.

The thing to get at Duarte’s is the cream of 
artichoke soup, a regional specialty. It’s not a 
gimmick like Gilroy’s garlic ice cream: The 
thick, velvety, dusty green soup has all the 
woodsy essence of artichoke hearts, and is 
deeply satisfying. 

Less spectacular are the seafood dishes; 
there was a tragically dry filet of Half Moon 
Bay halibut that had all the juices pan-fried 
out of it, and fried whole smelt (“fries with 
eyes, I call them,” said our charming and 
spectacularly mustachioed waiter) had pock- 
ets of grit. Artichoke ravioli fared a little bet- 
ter, cooked al dente with bits of poached 
artichoke hearts inside and out, in a fitting 
tribute to the end of artichoke season. 

The other reason to come to Duarte’s is 
the pies, which have a rich, flaky, bronzed 
crust and filling just sweet enough to bring 
out the natural flavors of the fruits. In the 
olallieberry version, the pie-maker let the 
sweet/tart interplay of the local berries speak 
for itself, while apple filling had a hint of 
warm spice and pliant fruit that seemed to 
melt into the buttery crust. 

Fortified by soup, pie, and the comforting 
weight of the past, I paid my bill and headed 
back to the city.

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Food Trucks vs. 
Restaurants: 
Peace at Last?

ew food truck zoning regulations 
passed on June 17 by the Board of Su- 
pervisors, but the question remains: 
Will they ease tension between trucks and 
restaurants? If the groans coming from both 
the brick-and-mortar and mobile restaurants 
sides indicate anything, it’s clear that both 
sides made concessions. 

To get the food truck perspective, we 
reached out to Matt Cohen, Offthe Grid 
founder and one of the people involved in ne- 
gotiating the points of the new legislation. 
Will things look dramatically different right 
away, or will the change be gradual? 

“Tt won’t be worse, it’ll just be different,” 
Cohen says. 

Both sides should benefit from the single 
biggest change of the new laws, the elimation 
of the “like-food” clause. This allowed a food 
truck to sell near a restaurant as long as it 
didn’t sell similar dishes, and while that 
sounds like a reasonable distinction, the defi- 
nition was so subjective that it resulted in a lot 
of arguing. Cohen says that people were un- 








happy with the implementation, including the 
city for having to mediate the disagreements. 

“The elimination of the like food thing is 
good for everyone,” he says. “The permit pro- 
cess should go much faster, and it removes 
much subjectivity.” 

The concession is that trucks have to keep 
a distance of 75 feet from all brick-and- 
mortar restaurants. While this provides 
clarity, it also means that getting a permit ina 
densely populated area like the FiDi is now 
nearly impossible. 

The one area where Cohen feels concern is 
the lack of a provision for a waiver that allows 
food trucks within the 75-foot radius in situa- 
tions where all the business in range agree 
they want the truck there. While there is no

timeline for this exception, the office of Su- 
pervisor Scott Wiener says that this issue is 
being worked on. 

Keep in mind that the law doesn’t void the 
permits of trucks that have them. So while 
there won’t be any new trucks showing up 
downtown, the ones that are there will con- 
tinue to operate normally, as well as trucks 
that do business on private property like SoMa 
StrEat Food Park. Nor will Off the Grid see any 
changes. In other words, the changes in the 
law affect the growth and enforcement of food 
trucks more than they’ll cause a reduction. 
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“T think it’s acompromise,” says Cohen. “I 
think that its going to be better than what we 
have right now.” 


Peek Inside the 
New ROKA Bar

nce you’ve been around long enough, 
Oo you start to catalogue the past lives of 

certain spaces. Walking through the 
dining room of Roka Akor to the stairs to the 
downstairs bar, we were struck by the sudden 
realization that we had been inside that space 
before as Zinnia and Scott Howard, but this 
was not the place we once knew. 

For example, the 68-seat bar itself didn’t 
exist before. The new space is cozy, amix of 
industrial and natural elements, like the bar 
top made from aslab of a fallen tree, or the al- 
most topographical reliefs that shaped planes 
of wood cast from the walls. The U-shaped 
layout with tables along the walls creates a se- 
ries of little nooks to sit in, perfect for catching 
up while enjoying a cocktail and charcoal- 
grilled skewers from the robata. 

Managing the bar program is Daniel Hyatt, 
who made his name running the exceptional 
Alembic bar in the Upper Haight. The bar’s 
focus will lean towards whiskeys, with a full 
selection of Japanese bottles to be enjoyed as 
highballs (a traditional beverage to pair with 
skewers in Japan) or neat. To complement the 
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whiskey, Hyatt will be making his own clear 
ice blocks in-house with a Clinebell, and carv- 
ing chunks to order from a specially designed, 
led-lit, barside block holder. 

Joining Hyatt behind the bar is Luis Vil- 
lavelazquez who is going from baker to 
shaker. Villavelazquez recently left La Victo- 
ria to open up his own retail spot (location 
TBD), and will be helping Hyatt and crew 
with bar prep and managing production of 
housemade ingredients like plum cordial with 
ginger and kombu, Sightglass coffee extract, 
flavored honeys, and other fun ingredients. 

The cocktail list is still being finalized, but 
Hyatt explained that he “really wanted to go 
with an old steakhouse vibe: big martinis, big 
Manhattans... something that you could actu- 
ally sit with for a while.” One of the cocktails 
that will make it on the list is the Lima Bean 
(Encanto Pisco, lime, local honey, Peruvian 
bitters, salt), which has a wonderfully refresh- 
ing salted Japanese plum (ume) quality that 
was neither savory nor sweet. There’s also a 
beer selection that skews toward Japanese 
brews and substantial house-infused shochus 
made with local produce. 

A full restaurant menu of grilled items, su- 
shi, and other Japanese dishes will be avail- 
able at the bar, blending traditional fare with 
some inspired and whimsical dishes like uni 
severed with burnt lime half and chichar- 
rones. Squirt some lime onto the roe, place a 
piece onto a chicharron, and crunch away. 
Unique and rich without being excessive, the 
dish shows a hint of what’s to come. 

While the work crews are moving full 
steam ahead, the opening date is set for the 
end of June/beginning of July (no set date has 


been confirmed at this time).

here are regulars at the bar at 
: T-Rex, which seems odd at first 

when you consider that it’s a BBQ 
joint, but not so odd when you remember 
that the only other bars in the area are 
Pyramid Alehouse and Ashkenaz.

The waitress had just plunked 
down a tray of housemade BBQ potato 
chips to ramp up our salt intake and 
thereby triple our drinks bill. 

A couple with their pit bull 
mix under their table were 
sitting right next to us; I 
always love to see dogs 
in public places, but I 
have to admit that 
that breed makes me 
nervous. I know say- 
ing this will launch a 
thousand dipshits 
who will call me 
breedist, but I could 
really give a shit. I 
looked at the animal and

that the Pitbull Mafia defends

The Quote-Unquote Whole 


Michelle Shocked Thing 


The story of how one newspaper waded into amedia whirloool and quickly 


went down with the rest.

t began as no other story in this 
newspaper: With Todd Vogt, the 
publisher and president of SF Weekly’s 
parent company, walking into the 
office SF Weekly shares with the San 
Francisco Examiner and the San Francisco 
Bay Guardian and announcing an idea. 
Michelle Shocked, the lauded alt-folk singer 
who’d become a persona non grata after 
making some homophobic-sounding 
comments at a Yoshi’s S.F. show in March, 
wanted to buy an apologetic ad in our 
special Pride issue. Vogt proposed asking 
Shocked to do a free concert along with it. 
My editors and I saw an opportunity to 
follow up on a local story that had exploded 
into a national controversy. Any 
conversation with her was likely to be 
difficult, but certain to be interesting. And 
somewhere in there, Shocked would, 
presumably, apologize and explain herself. 

The package, seen as a whole, had about 
it the air of a stunt — for SF Weekly, and for 
her — but my interest was in the story. It 
wasn’t my job to make Shocked look 
sympathetic, or to apologize for her telling 
an audience to Tweet that she said, “God 
hates faggots.” I just wanted to interview 
the woman and write about it. 

Shocked and I began discussing plans for 
an interview. Her first email to me 
contained a long list of research I was 
ordered to conduct before speaking with 
her: radio interviews to listen to, TV 
interviews to watch, the full transcript of 
her March 17 comments to read. “I accept 
that you may be daunted by the workload 
involved in giving fair consideration to the 
muckraking and pillory which I have 
endured,” she wrote. 

The issue of recording the interview 
quickly emerged as an obstacle. She wanted 
me to take notes only, but I insisted on 
taping it. I wasn’t going to interview 
Michelle Shocked without getting a full, 
objective account of the conversation. The 
story of her homophobic rant began witha 
flurry of charged Tweets and conflicting 
interpretations. It bloomed from there into a 
now-familiar Media Controversy, long on 
emotion, short on reflection. Those who 
didn’t get caught up with the story checked 
out of the whole thing, assuming she was 
either ahomophobe or a nut and, either way, 
at the end of her career. For her part, 
Shocked had been on Twitter three hours 
every weekday for months already, 
defending herself. To shed any new light on 
this thing, I thought the conversation had to 


be expanded from the bite-sized rhetoric of 
social media. 

Shocked wasn’t having it. “Ok, so let’s as- 
sume you don’t really want to go on a pilgrim- 
age for truth,” she wrote back. “Soundbytes 
are your ‘talk in trade’ [sic]. Fine.” Here was a 
woman whose career had been shattered by 
140-character summations of what she’d said 
over a 23-minute performance and who has 
been defending herself on that same forum. 
Now she was claiming that to record an inter- 
view was somehow less honest than scrib- 
bling notes on the fly. It seemed she had not a 
desire for truth, but for control. 

“T promised Todd I wouldn’t be a pain in 
the ass,” she wrote in that email. “You, not so 
much.” 


happened at Yoshi’s on March 17, the 

event that offended and alienated many 
of her fans, and threw Shocked’s already 
weird mental state into the paranoia I 
encountered. After a normal show, she came 
out for an encore, and began by going 
through the feed of Twitter comments and 
song requests from the audience. In the full, 
23-minute recording of her encore (first 
posted by our officemates at the Bay 
Guardian), those are the statements she’s 
reading and responding to. People are 
laughing. Shocked responds to a Tweet by 
saying, “Truth be damned, let’s go with 
reality, just for a while.” That statement will 
turn out later to be important, at least for her. 

Shortly thereafter, Shocked tells a story

about Georgia O’Keefe, a nonbeliever who 
brings up God in the context of a mountain 
she painted. “So it’s not too late,” Shocked, a 
born-again Christian, tells the crowd. “You 
can jump into this Jesus game anytime you 
want.” Then come Shocked’s most 
incendiary comments: 


But I was ina prayer meeting yesterday, 
and you gotta appreciate how scared, how 
scared, folks on that side of the equation are. I 
mean, from their vantage point — and I really 
shouldn’t say “their,” because it’s mine, too — 
we are nearly at the end of time, and from our 
vantage point, we’re gonna be, uh — I think 
maybe Chinese water torture is gonna be the 
means, the method — once Prop 8 gets 
instated, and once preachers are held at 
gunpoint, and forced to marry the 
homosexuals. I’m pretty sure that will be the 
signal for Jesus to come on back. 


Nervous chuckles. Someone says 
“What?” Shocked continues in a sweet tone: 
“You just said you wanted reality. If 
someone would be so gracious as to please 
Tweet out, “Michelle Shocked just said, 
from stage, ‘God hates faggots.’ Would you 
do it now?” 

The audience is stunned. Voices ask 
Shocked to clarify her comments: Is she 


speaking for herself, or voicing others’ 
point of view? Shocked tries to do that, 
albeit poorly. She goes off-mic (you can still 
hear her in the recording) to seethe, “I am 
sick of Christians, filled with hypocrisy, 
hiding behind the cross!” Then she says a 
prayer in Spanish. 

Many in the room had no idea what 
Shocked had meant to say. “People 
misinterpreted her ironic comment,” Colin 
Epstein told the Bay Area Reporter 
afterward. “She didn’t mean it. It was her 
comment on hypocrisy.” Others in the 
crowd were livid. “It was the most 
homophobic thing I’ve ever heard,” Cindy 
Icke told the BAR. “It was not irony.” 

In context, though, it seems that by 
asking the crowd to Tweet “God hates 
faggots,” Shocked is projecting what she 
assumes people will take from her words. 
Effectively, she created the controversy by 
predicting it. And she was right: Shocked’s 
words, which anticipate a torrent of anger 
by assuming they’Il be taken out of context, 
are themselves taken out of context. 
Meanwhile, she lets her original point slip 
into the vortex. 

All nuance was lost when word of 
Shocked’s comments hit the Internet. “Alt- 
folk Singer Michelle Shocked Goes on 
Homophobic Rant” became the stock 
headline. Here, the narrative went, was an 
artist with a large gay fan-base, a woman 
who once admitted to sleeping with other 
women, and a radical progressive who’d 
been arrested numerous times at protest 
rallies, who had flipped the switch on her 
old life so completely that she’d become a 
gay-hater. It was the kind of precipitous fall 
that the Internet loves, a storyline so 
deliciously entertaining that few bothered 
to really examine it. The storm whirled itself 
into a national controversy within days. All 
of Shocked’s subsequent U.S. tour dates 
were canceled. She fueled the furor herself 
by retweeting her critics and showing up to 
a Santa Cruz venue alone, dressed all in 
white, and covered with inscrutable 
statements in black ink. (“Gimme Wet Not 
Spit” read the back.) 

Then she began a national apology tour. 
On April 1, Shocked went on Piers Morgan’s 
CNN show to explain herself, and did what 
the network itself described as a “rambling 
and confusing” job. Morgan had to ask four 
times if she was a homophobe before he got 
a clear denial. Four times! The picture of 
Shocked that emerges from that interview is 
of a confounding, crazy woman who relishes 
a fight. It ends with Shocked quoting her 
own song lyrics while Morgan tries to shut 
her up. 

Her own written statements were 
somewhat clearer: 


I donot, nor have I ever, said or believed 
that God hates homosexuals (or anyone else). 
I said that some of His followers believe that. 
I believe intolerance comes from fear, and 
these folks are genuinely scared. When I said 
“Twitter that Michelle Shocked says ‘God

absurd way my description of, my apology 
for, the intolerant would no doubt be 
misinterpreted. 


But the narrative had been written: The 
once gay-friendly folk singer Michelle 
Shocked was now a cruel homophobe. Her 
attempts to apologize and explain herself 
were regarded cynically. Her career 
appeared over. And that’s right about where 
most people — myself included — stopped 
paying attention. 


ogt came back to us at SF Weekly a 
Vv few days after initially floating the 

idea. Shocked had agreed to the S.F. 
concert over Pride weekend for free — and 
she’d agreed to my terms for the interview, 
Vogt said. The plan was for the two of us to 
meet in L.A., so I booked a flight to Burbank 
for June 18. 

Soon, though, it became clear that 
Shocked hadn’t agreed to my terms for the 
interview at all. I’d tried being firm with her. 
Next I tried to be conciliatory, and explained 
why recording this was important. Nothing 
worked. “Homes, if I’m gonna be recorded 
I’m gonna be scripted,” she wrote at one 
point. “If ’m gonna be scripted I’m gonna 
need the plot. Send the Qs 
and you’llhave The Record. =i 





happened. What would Shocked do — not 
show up? I gave her my cell number and 
said I’d be at our designated meeting place 
at 2 p.m. 

One of her conditions I did meet, by 
speaking in advance with Roger Trilling, a 
former magazine editor, music producer, 
and old friend of Shocked’s. While he 
defended Shocked’s explanation for the 
March 17 comments, and tried to get me to 
empathize with her fear of being recorded, 
he agreed that she’d said awful-sounding 
things. In an email to myself and Trilling, 
Shocked had said that “I interview like a 
poet, not a politician.” Trilling agreed: “She 
often talks that way, and she is often 
confounding — like, ‘Michelle, what does 
that mean?” 

I asked Trilling if it was unfair to 
question Shocked’s mental health, which, 
given her history, many have. “Of course it 
is,” he said. “It is almost impossible for some 
people, many people, to embrace 
simultaneous contradiction. How can you 
be a born-again Christian and a progressive 
activist?... It’s a contradiction, but does that 
make her crazy? I think it only makes her 
crazy if the person who’s calling her crazy 
thinks that to be a Christian and to bea 
progressive activist is impossible.” 

On the morning of our interview, Shocked 
went public about our dispute. “I hate to take

had taught her one thing, it 

was to fear the way that the media could 
take any part of her that had been exposed, 
any revelation she offered, strip it of 
nuance, and send it out to the world to be 
digested and regurgitated even further. 
Essentially, she wanted to do to our pending 
interview what she thought the media had 
done to her. 

A day later, on June 14, Shocked tried to 
take control in another way: She started 
Tweeting about her deal for the show, the 
SF Weekly story, and an Examiner op-ed she 
was supposedly writing. The woman has a 
strange obsession with Twitter: She claims 
that social media are distorting our image of 
the world and each other, obscuring 
“Truth” into “Reality,” yet she holds a three- 
hour conference on Twitter every weekday. 
Mostly it’s a handful of sycophants and 
trolls exchanging barbs or back-pats, to 
which Shocked responds in typically loopy 
fashion. After Shocked mentioned the SF 
Weekly interview on Twitter, Vogt tagged 
me explicitly in his Tweets, ensuring a 
stream of flames and nonsense in my 
usually quiet column of mentions and 
replies. Meanwhile, the day of our 
interview was coming close, and Shocked 
and I still hadn’t agreed on conditions. I 
decided to just ignore it and see what 


Examiner Op-Ed,” went the 
SFist headline. The bottom of the site’s 
first story included this bit: “It sounds like 
Shocked has already figured out she could get 
played by the media. Now she’s claiming that 
‘ProJo’ writer/SFWeekly music editor Ian 
Port’s request to record their interview 
is an attempt to strong arm her.

The only problem is that this new 
venue is a departure from the party’s usual 
poolside digs at the Phoenix Hotel. But 
while the event may have switched loca- 
tions, all signs point to it being the same 
wild and fabulous extravaganza that fans 
have come to expect.

More has been throwing her party for 
the past nine years. It’s earned a reputation 
as being one of the better alternatives to 
the more straightforward Pride happen- 
ings downtown, partly because of its chari- 
table leanings — each year, the proceeds of 
the event are donated to a worthy organi- 
zation (this year it’s queer radio station 
outLoud radio). A larger part, however, is 
its excellent organization and design, in- 
credible people watching, and long roster 
of entertainment. 

Headlining the musical lineup is Sever- 
ino Panzetta, one of the founding DJs be- 
hind London’s famed Sunday night Horse 
Meat Disco party. Unlike many current se- 
lectors, he’s not much of a producer, so his 
globetrotting reputation was built on the 
back of his huge, disco-leaning record col- 
lection and formidable skills behind the 
turntables. He’ll be joined by Kim Ann Fox- 
man, a now New York-based house DJ who 
cut her teeth in San Francisco’s ’90s rave 
scene. Since then, she’s risen to interna- 
tional acclaim as a longtime member of 
DFA-signed live disco outfit Hercules and 
Love Affair. They’ll both be joined by a 


small crew of local spinners that includes 
Robin Malone Simmons of Odyssey and, in 
full disclosure, your very own Lost in the 
Night correspondent. 

“Tt’s the little things that leave the big- 
gest impression on guests, and those are of- 
ten the hardest to pull off,” More says 
about the trick to a good party. As such, 
she’s also arranged for more than just 
DJing. There will also be live drag courtesy 
of New York performer H.R.H. Princess 
Diandra (you’ve seen her in Slaves of New 
York and To Wong Foo, Thanks for Every- 
thing! Julie Newmar) and Slow Knights (a 
side-project of Scissor Sisters’ Del Mar- 
quis). Finally, there will also be an appear- 
ance by Alameda’s Cougar Cadet Drumline, 
an after-school youth drum program that’s 
been featured at More’s party since its in- 
ception. So while the party might be with- 
out a pool this year, it still has plenty to 
offer. And besides, as More reminds us, “No 
one could ever get in the pool anyway — se- 
curity would only let you look at it!”

In addition to the sudden ap- 
pearance of My Bloody Valentine’s near- 
mythic third album, and the first (almost) 
reunion effort from the original Black Sabbath 
lineup in over three decades, music fans 
should at last be able to get their hands on the 
sophomore release of local sci-fi hip-hop he- 
roes Deltron 3030. 

S.F-based producer Dan the Automator, 
East Bay lyrical heavyweight Del the Funky 
Homosapien, and Toronto turntable wizard 
Kid Koala were all well-established artists 
when they first merged Voltron-like for the 
supergroup’s eponymous 2000 debut. Fol- 
lowing the Automator’s collaborative model 
for the landmark Dr. Octagon project (where 
he worked with MC Kool Keith and DJ 
Qbert), Deltron 3030 pushed the conceptual 
hip-hop envelope even further. Del’s vision of 
a dystopic future found alter-ego Deltron 
Zero engaging corporate overlords and other- 
worldly MCs alike in battle over some of the 
Automator‘s most orchestral and cinematic 
beat creations, all peppered with Kid Koala’s 
melodic turntable punctuation. 

While initial rumblings of a follow-up to 
the critically acclaimed album first surfaced 
in 2005, it wasn’t until last summer that Del- 
tron finally emerged with new material. The 
group also unveiled an ambitious new live 
presentation, featuring a 23-piece orchestral 
ensemble with strings, horns, and choir for a 
handful of festival shows in Canada and Rock 
the Bells 2012. So what was behind the long 
delay leading up to the forthcoming release of 
Deltron Event IT? 

“T was ready to go, and Eric [San, aka Kid 
Koala] did the scratches, but Del just wasn’t in 
the place to do it, so we didn’t do it,” Dan the 
Automator explains over a recent lunch of 
Vietnamese noodles in the Mission District. 
“When you make a record, it should be easy. 
And it wasn’t coming naturally. So we just 
kind of waited.” 

Discussing the long gestation of Event IT 
from his Richmond home during a phone in- 
terview, Del made it clear that it was the prep- 
aration, more than the actual lyric-writing, 
that slowed the process. “Basically, writing 
Deltron is a pain in the ass,” Del says witha 
laugh. “It takes a lot of research, a lot of look- 
ing up references and shit. It’s almost like do- 
ing schoolwork. It took along time for me to 
want to do that.” 

The gap may have actually helped the Au- 
tomator refine new studio methods, a project 
that began with the Handsome Boy Modeling 
School album White People, where he collabo- 
rated with fellow hip-hop maverick Prince 





Paul. Long renowned for his creative sampling 
ear — how many other beatsmiths would have 
heard the hook to Dr. Octagon’s “Blue Flow- 
ers” ina Bartok concerto? — the producer be- 
gan recording real musicians instead of 
mining dusty vinyl. “It had gotten to the point 
where we were paying so much [for sam- 
ples],” says the Automator. “No one is going to 
realize it, but on the new Deltron record, there 
are no samples besides drum sounds.” 

The songs on Deltron Event IT prove the 
chemistry between the musicians remains as 
vibrant as ever: A spoken-word intro sets the 
stage of a world spiraling into chaos from eco- 
nomic calamity. Then “The Return” unfurls 
its majestic, string-laden overture, with Kid 
Koala scratching descending trills of violin 
and Del rhyming a tale of righteous renegades 
navigating a post-apocalyptic hellscape. 
Whatever challenges preparation for the al- 
bum presented, the MC rises to the occasion 
with a mind-bending barrage of complex lyr- 
ics detailing Deltron Zero’s subversive battle 
against the interplanetary 1 percent and cor- 
rupt government overlords. 

For his part, Dan the Automator reaffirms 
his status as a beat-maker of the highest cali- 
ber throughout Deltron Event IT. Fuzzed-out 
guitar fuels both the swaggering anthem “No 





One Can” and the pugilistic battle rhymes of 
“Melding of the Minds” (with an angry cou- 
plet spat by Zack de la Rocha anchoring the 
chorus), while “Talent Superceeds” offers a 
triumphant, galloping groove that pushes Del 
to tempos rarely visited by MCs since the 90s. 
The producer’s deft touch shines just as 
brightly on mellower tunes, several of which 
feature guest vocalists. Rich orchestrations 
and Kid Koala’s tuneful transformer scratches 
swirl around actress/singer Mary Elizabeth 
Winstead’s mournful cries on “Look Across 
the Sky,” and lifts the dubbby reunion with 
Damon Albarn on “What Is This Loneliness.” 
With Deltron Event IT not hitting store 

shelves until the fall, this weekend’s Stern 
Grove concert offers a rare chance for fans to 
preview the new songs. Bringing his lush mu- 
sical vision to life onstage conducting the ex- 
panded Deltron ensemble for a hometown 
show should be amomentous occasion for the 
musician who got his start playing violin at 
age 3. “I prefer conducting in some ways, be- 
cause I think it’s funny,” Dan the Automator 
says with a smile. “Not funny ha-ha, but 
maybe funny in the sense of See, Mom? I’m 
doing classical music!”

In a fall 2011 interview — nearly a year 
and a half after the release of Baths’ Ce- 
rulean — Will Wiesenfeld mulled over 
what he would title the follow-up to his 
debut LP. Unlike Ceru/ean, the L.A. resi- 
dent said, it likely wouldn’t be named af- 
ter acolor. But if it were, the choice of 
hue would be “much more bleak, like 
blacks and grays.” The new Obsidian — 
whose moniker comes from a black-ish, 
volcanic gemstone — makes good on 
Wiesenfeld’s speculation while delivering 
that same aura of bleakness through its 
luxuriantly pained lyrics. Over whirs, 
strings, and crackles that blossom and 
recede with the speed of time-lapse pho- 
tography, Wiesenfeld croons passages 
like “No God/No dawn/No need/The 
thought of mortality dormant in me,” and 
“| am sweet swine/And no man is ever 
mine” with empathy-inducing credibility. 
Whatever color it is, his misery could use 
your company.

And now we praise the experimenters, 
the thinkers, the weirdos kissing the 
fringe. Prince Rama, a Brooklyn trio 
steered by sisters raised on a Hare 
Krishna farm, happily falls into all of those 
categories. The outfit recently premiered 
a film called Never Forever, “the first-ever 
Now Age psych-opera,” and a project 
that looks to be a pastiche of soft-focus 
1970s and ’80s disco/glam kitsch. Never’s 
soundtrack ties into 2012’s Top Ten Hits of 
the End of the World, Prince Rama’s con- 
cept-driven sixth record. For Jop Ten, 
Rama concocted 10 pop acts that all sup- 
posedly perished during the Apocalypse 
— their names include Black Elk Speaks, 
Rage Peace, and Guns of Dubai. Then 
Prince Rama channels each band’s ghost 
as it covers their singles. The goulash ex- 
citedly whips together South Asian devo- 
tional music, freaked-out psychedelia, 
and laid-back tropical pop, among other 
inspirations. There’s brilliance and 
mumbo-jumbo alike, and blurring the two 
makes for Prince Rama’s most hypnotiz- 
ing gesture yet.

“Hell is chilly, motherfucker”: So begins 
“The Initiation,” Mykki Blanco’s new single 
from Betty Bubble: The Initiation. \t’s 
lurky, pitch-black hip-hop; a repetitive, 
two-chorus mantra more than a rap song. 
In the video Blanco is literally two-faced 
and bestial, crawling on all fours through 
Manhattan alleyways and chanting in 
Latin: Carpe Noctem; Deo Vindice; Deo 
Confidimus.

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Enema Kits 
and Missing Clits

Iam a married 54-year-old postmenopausal 
woman. My libido has diminished signifi- 
cantly, and it takes me much longer to climax. 
I have taken up an activity I did in my 20s 
when I was single: giving myself enemas. The 
enema-induced orgasms are fantastic. Am I 
doing any harm to my body by doing frequent 
quart-size soapy enemas using a retention 
balloon nozzle and holding it as long as possi- 
ble and then masturbating as I expel? Willa 
doctor be able to tell what I’ve been up to 
when it’s time for a colonoscopy? 

FRUSTRATED LADY EARNESTLY ENQUIRES TODAY 


“Women need to understand that our sexu- 
alities change throughout life,” says Dr. 
Leah Torres, a general obstetrician/gynecol- 
ogist with a special focus on family plan- 
ning. “What once was will not always be. 
That said, menopause can be tricky, but one 
can adapt to changes that may occur. There 
are medications and lubricants and all sorts 
of tricks.” 

Yeah, yeah — but what about the freakin’ 
enemas, doc? 

“The enemas are not harmful as long as 
they are not painful, though this practice 
may change the balance of bacteria that nor- 
mally live in the colon and may make one 
more susceptible to changes in bowel move- 
ments,” says Dr. Torres. 

As for your fear of being discovered, 
FLEET, Dr. Torres says you should be able 
to rely on your doc’s professionalism. “As a 
physician who prides herself in building 
trust with patients, I would never disclose 
my knowledge of sexual activities that may 
make my patient uncomfortable or embar- 
rassed unless there is a concern for her 
health or it directly affects her care.”

But there’s one thing that doesn’t hap- 
pen during menopause. 

“Women do not ‘lose’ their clitorises,” 
says Dr. Torres. “The majority of the clito- 
ris is located inside the body, but women 
recognize the ‘clitoral glans’ as the clitoris. 
But let me be clear: The clitoris never goes 
away.” 

So your mom isn’t clitless, HMMFHC. 
Her clit is down there somewhere. It’s just 
smaller and grayer than it used to be — just 
like your mom. 


My husband and I both hit 40 this year. We 
are one of those straight couples that have 
been together since high school. We were 
kinky right from the start, became involved 
in the BDSM community in our 20s, and 
found ourselves in a poly relationship before 
we even knew that was an option.

I’m 
mostly happy with other parts of my life, but 
Ihave no interest anymore in kink, espe- 
cially D/s, and I’m having a hard time wrap- 
ping my head around how I could go from 
being a pain slut to not even liking to have 
my hair pulled. I don’t have the driving need 
for sex that I used to. I haven’t had luck talk- 
ing to my ob-gyns. If I’m not having hot 
flashes, in their opinion, I shouldn’t mess 
with it. My boyfriend has been supportive, 
but I’m having a hard time talking to my 
husband, since his girlfriend is menopause 
age and as much of anympho as ever. He 
sees my lack of interest in sex as a lack of in- 
terest in him. 

TOO YOUNG TO BE OLD 


“Society makes talking about sex taboo, and 
that taboo can invade the clinic room and 
adversely affect the doctor-patient rela- 
tionship,” says Dr. Torres. 

Allow me to translate: If your docs are 
unwilling to discuss and prioritize your sex 
life — and your sexual fulfillment and your 
sexual relationships — you need to get new 
ob-gyns. 

“Having a hysterectomy often includes 
removing the ovaries, which is equivalent 
to inducing menopause,” Dr. Torres says. 
“Also, after major surgery, particularly after 
a difficult and prolonged recovery, people 
may not enjoy sex the same way they used 
to for a variety of reasons.” 

So what does the doctor recommend? 
“There are options other than female 
hormone replacement therapy for treating 
hypoactive sexual desire,” says Dr. Torres, 
“and it may be a good idea to consult a spe- 

cialist in sexual health.”
